‘Dark roads 
are a hazard’ 

Restaurant owner says he fears for the safety of his 
staff as area is plunged into darkness after midnight

A RESTAURANT owner has said he 
fears for the safety of his staff who 
have to walk on unlit roads in New¬ 
market late at night. 

Paul Brodel, owner of King’s res¬ 
taurant in Kingston Passage, be¬ 
lieves that All Saints Road, leading to 
All Saints car park, is dangerous for 
his staff members walking back to 
their vehicles after midnight. 

He told the News : “The car park is 
lit up like a Christmas tree all night. 
In the town centre on the High Street 
they keep the lights on all night. 

“But in the walk from the High 
Street to the car park, it’s pitch black 
after midnight. My restaurant and 
bar closes at 2.30am so my staff have 
to walk to the car park. 

“It’s not safe. I think it’s lunacy to 
have the car park lit up but the road 
isn’t.” 

Street lights in Newmarket are 
turned off on most roads at mid¬ 
night. 

However, Mr Brodel believes leav¬ 
ing just a few lights on in key areas

would alleviate safety concerns for 
many people. 

He added: “I feel like in making 
sure my staff can all get home safely, 
I’m telling the girls ‘make sure you 
finish by midnight’ so they can walk 
back with the lights on. But that’s not 
fair on everyone else. 

“There’s surely a duty of care from 
the council. Just put a few lights on. 
Let’s be proactive - let’s not wait un¬ 
til something happens.” 

Paul has already contacted a num¬ 
ber of councillors in Newmarket and 
Cllr Robin Millar accompanied him 
soon after midnight on a Saturday to 
see the problem. 


“It was so dark, you couldn’t see 
the faces of the people in front of 
you,” Mr Brodel said. “It’s scary 
down there. If the lights were on, it 
would take all of that away.” 

Cllr Robin Millar said there were 
a number of dark spots in that area, 
including All Saints Road and Park 
Lane, which could be disconcerting. 

He said: “I can understand how 
anyone, man or woman, walking 
through these areas at night can be 
uncertain. I have contacted High¬ 
ways and Suffolk County Council 
and they’re going to have a look at 
that area.” 

Suffolk County Council have 
agreed to keep one light on down the 
road for later into the night. 

A spokesman said: “We have 
agreed with local councillors to keep 
a street light along All Saints Road 
switched on for an additional two 
hours on Lridays and Saturdays dur¬ 
ing the evening time. 

“We will review this in the future.”

CHARITY fundraiser Callum 
fairhurst enjoyed a Christ¬ 
mas at home this year, after 
being welcomed by fam¬ 
ily, friends and supporters 
who gathered at John Lewis 
Cambridge. 

A crowd waited by the 
store, in the Grand Arcade, 
to see the 18-year-old ar¬ 
rive back in Cambridgeshire 
following his around-the- 
world challenge. 

In July, Callum, a former 
Soham Village College pu¬ 
pil, set off on his cycle ride 
across the globe in memory 
of his brother, Liam. 

Liam was 10 when he was 
diagnosed with cancer. He 
lost his battle with the dis¬ 
ease in 2009, but during that 
time he raised a staggering 
£340,000 for children’s can¬ 
cer charities. 

Not long after his death, 
the Fairhurst family 
launched the Liam Fairhurst 
Foundation, which supports 
young people in the UK af¬ 
fected by cancer, disabilities 
and illnesses. 

Callum decided to take on 
Challenge 360 - the name he 
has called the ride in a bid to 
raise £100,000 for the foun¬ 
dation. 

And with just America to 
complete now, he decided 


to have a little break over the 
Christmas period with his 
family, who live in Soham. 

Callum said: “It’s great 
to be back in the UK - I’ll 
always love this country. 
There’s still nowhere that’s 
more beautiful than Cam¬ 
bridge that I’ve been to. 

“I’ve seen so many incred¬ 
ible things but Cambridge 
has my heart.” 

Dominic Joyce, head of 
branch at John Lewis Cam¬ 
bridge, said: “Callum works 
tirelessly to raise money for 
the charity he and his par¬ 
ents set up in memory of his 
brother, and we’re honoured 
to help him in any way we 
can.” 

Callum’s trip has seen him 
flooded with support from 


all round the world and it is 
this which has helped him 
get through the long hours 
in the saddle. 

He said: “The support was 
unbelievable at John Lewis - 
it was so great, I couldn’t be¬ 
lieve how many people have 
been cheering me on.” 

After a few days catching 
up with family and friends - 
and applying to universities 
to study politics - Callum 
flew out to America on Tues¬ 
day and on January 4 he will 
start to cycle from the West 
Coast of America to the East 
Coast. 

He aims to finish the 
18,000-mile challenge in 
New York in March or April.

Soham's railway station could be set to make a return 


SOHAM railway station could 
be reopened under plans by the 
council. 

Cambridgeshire County Council 
and East Cambridgeshire District 
Council have reaffirmed their 
commitment to developing the 


business case to bring a railway 
station back to the town and are 
working with Network Rail to take 
the Soham station project. 

They will develop more detailed 
plans for a station and the services 
needed to make it viable. It will 


also look at the levels of investment 
required to re-build the station. 

Soham station opened in 1879 
when the Ely to Newmarket railway 
line was built, and for years was a 
focal point of town life. 

But it was destroyed on June 2, 


1944, after a consignment of bombs 
travelling through the town caught 
fire. 

Re-opening the station could 
provide a direct rail link to Ely, 
Cambridge, Peterborough, Bury St 
Edmunds and Ipswich. 


INCIDENT 

Investigation 
after man dies 
in custody 

A MAN who was arrested at 
a Tesco Extra in Newmarket 
died on Christmas Eve after he 
became unwell while in police 
custody. 

Officers were called to the 
supermarket in Fordham Road 
after receiving reports of a 
theft at around 6pm, as festive 
shoppers were out in force. 

The man was arrested on 
suspicion of theft from the store 
and taken into custody at Bury 
St Edmunds Police Investigation 
Centre. 

Concerns were raised for the 
well-being of the 29-year-old, 
who is from the Bury St Edmunds 
area, and he was taken to West 
Suffolk Hospital. He later died at 
9.40pm. 

A full investigation by an 
independent police watchdog 
has now been launched into the 
circumstances surrounding the 
sudden death. 

The man's next of kin has 
been informed and the IPCC 
are reviewing CTV evidence and 
speaking with anyone who had 
contact with him or may have 
witnessed the incident. 

A police spokeswoman said: 

"A full investigation into the 
circumstances around the man's 
death is under way and a post 
mortem examination will be held 
in due course." 


Black cat 
Ivy gets 
new home 


ONE of three black 
kittens which were found 
abandoned and taped inside 
a wicker food hamper has 
enjoyed its first Christmas at 
home in Newmarket. 

The five-month-old cats 
were dumped on a cold 
December morning outside 
a house in Cambridge earlier 
this month and taken to the 
Blue Cross. 

Holly, Ivy and Carol have 
disproved the myth that 
black cats are unlucky - as 
all three have now been 
given loving new homes. 

Ivy was rehomed first 
and was taken home to 
Newmarket by Lesley 
Whitelaw, 38, and her three 
young girls last Friday. Mrs 
Whitelaw said: "We wanted 
to give a cat with a bad start 
in life a better future."

Car parking 
charges to rise 


PARKING charges should 
be increased in Newmarket, 
councillors have decided. 

And disabled people will 
also have to pay for their 
parking in council car parks. 

At a meeting of the Forest 
Heath District Council cabi¬ 
net last Tuesday evening, 
councillors voted to approve 
recommendations to raise 
the charges and included: 

■ Increasing the long stay 
charges and ‘up to eight 
hours charge’ to £2.50 and 
increasing the ‘up to four 
hours charge’ to £1.80 

■ Implementation of a 
weekly ticket for £10 

■ Implementation of Sun¬ 
day and bank holiday charg¬ 
es 

■ Implementation of an 
‘up to four hours charge’ on 
Rous Road of £2 

■ Regulations in car parks 
to start at 9am instead of 
8am 

■ Introduction of charges 
for disabled bays - with us¬ 
ers given twice the time to 
use them at no extra charge. 

They will also be review¬ 
ing pocket car parks in All 
Saints Road, Granby Street

and Queen Street which cur¬ 
rently provide 67 spaces for 
lease to local residents. 

Now, a traffic order will be 
drawn up, so that people can 
submit their comments be¬ 
fore the charges are brought 
into effect. 

An amendment was also 
issued to say a permit sys¬ 
tem would be investigated 
for people parking to use All 
Saints Church. 

And all changes will be re¬ 
viewed again after the open¬ 
ing of the Home of Horserac¬ 
ing centre early next year. 

A report to councillors 
said: “Assuming the visitor 
projections to the Home of 
Horseracing is correct and 
an additional 20,000 park¬ 
ing events in the town over 
the first year of operation is 
achieved, it is estimated that 
an additional £30,000 based 
on existing charges will be 
derived from car parking in¬ 
come in 2016/17. 

The council’s project team 
believe one in every three 


admissions will have to park 
and the duration of stay will 
be three to four hours. 

Darren Dixon, car parking 
manager, said: “[Next year 
we] will know how many 
people are coming for the 
museum and we will know 
where they are parking. 

“Once we have that we can 
make some interventions 
into other strategies.” 

Councillors agreed that 
car parking spaces on the 
High Street still needed to 
be looked at. Cllr Stephen 
Edwards said: “It’s a real 
hodgepodge at the moment. 
It needs enforcement. 

“It will only benefit the 
shops if we sort it.” 

They asked Suffolk County 
Council to look at the in¬ 
troduction of residential 
parking permits next year 
to alleviate problems in sur¬ 
rounding roads.

Second wave of better broadband installations in Suffolk 


SUPERFAST broadband will be 
available to even more businesses 
and homes under a second round of 
deployment. 

Suffolk County Council has started 
the second round, which is part 
of the Government's Broadband 


Delivery UK (DCUK) programme. 

The aim is to extend coverage of 
Superfast Broadband to 95 per cent 
of Suffolk premises by 2019, with 
full coverage expected by 2020. 

The first round of broadband 
deployment under the Better 


Broadband for Suffolk Programme 
was completed in September 2015. 

It has made fibre broadband 
available to 105,000 more premises 
in the county, bringing total 
coverage so far to around 85 per 
cent of premises in Suffolk. 


Separately, Suffolk homes and 
businesses in remote areas can get 
a subsidised satellite broadband 
connection if they are unable to get 
a speed of at least 2Mbps.

Dog walkers 
catch fly-tipper 
dumping shed 


A MAN has been fined al¬ 
most £1,000 after two dog- 
walkers spotted him fly tip¬ 
ping in Mildenhall. 

David Jeakins, 30, of 
Mildenhall Road in Little- 
port, was seen removing 
parts of an old shed from 
his van and dumping them 
in a layby in Thetford Road, 
Mildenhall back in an even¬ 
ing in late April. 

Jeakins appeared in Bury 
St Edmunds Magistrates 
Court last week where he 
pleaded guilty to depositing 
controlled waste otherwise 
in accordance with an envi¬ 
ronmental permit. 

The court heard that the 
two dog walkers had con¬ 
fronted Jeakins, who quickly 
closed the doors of his van 
and drove off 

Nigel Dulieu, prosecuting 
on behalf of Forest Heath 
District Council, said the two 
witnesses then reported the 
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information and the com¬ 
pany’s van details to council 
enforcement officer Domi¬ 
nic Owner. 

Jeakins told the council 
when interviewed under 
caution that he had bought 
the shed earlier that day and 
had stopped in the layby 
while his partner changed 
their daughter’s nappy. 

He said he had then real¬ 
ised the shed was not in as 
good condition as he had 
thought and decided to 
dump it, Mr Dulieu told the 
court. 

The court heard that after 
being confronted, Jeakins 
put the rest of the shed in a 
woodpile at his firm’s yard. 

Magistrates fined Jeakins 
£250 and ordered him to 
pay court charges of £J80, a 


victim surcharge of £25 and 
council costs of £524.54. 

Following the prosecution, 
Cllr David Bowman, cabinet 
member for operations, said: 
“I would like to thank the 
two residents who spotted 
this and called it in. 

“If it wasn’t for them, this 
fly tipper may have got away 
with dumping this rubbish, 
leaving the tax payer with 
the clean up bill. 

“It simply isn’t on and 
thankfully in this case it is 
the flytipper who has been 
left with the hefty bill. 

“We had 237 incidents of 
flytipping in Forest Heath 
in 2014/15 costing a little 
under £12,000 to clear while 
nationally local authorities 
spent £50 million disposing 
of illegally dumped waste. 

“We will continue to work 
with our communities to 
catch and prosectute fly tip¬ 
pers.”

Japanese Sake 
brewery plan for 
Fordham Abbey 


PLANS for the country’s first 
sake brewery in Fordham 
are set to be submitted next 
year. 

The Dojima Sake brew¬ 
ery which has been brew¬ 
ing in Japan for more than 
600 years, has announced 
it wants to build at a site at 
Fordham Abbey. 

Run by the Hashimoto 
family, the venture will de¬ 
liver sake-making to the UK 
for the first time. 

The proposed site of the 
brewery will be in a current 
farm building on the site of 
the Georgian Fordham Ab¬ 
bey. 

Sake is brewed in a simi¬ 
lar way to beer, and unlike 
regular wine. 

Noriko Tomioka, from 
Fordham Abbey, said: “One 
of the farm buildings on the 
site is going to be the Japa¬ 
nese sake brewery. 

“We would bring rice from 
Japan initially and brew 
here. That will be the first in 
the country. 

“In that same building 
we will have the visitor ex- 
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perience so visitors can be 
taught how to make sake 
and enjoy sake.” 

It is also hoped a number 
of employment opportuni¬ 
ties will be available. 

While brewers will be 
Japanese, there will be other 
opportunities on site, in¬ 
cluding in the grounds and 
cafe, among others. 

A spokesman for the com¬ 
pany said: “The site at Ford¬ 
ham Abbey offers the family 
the perfect opportunity to 
restore the beautiful Grade 
II listed Georgian country 
house and renovate farm 
buildings into a bespoke 
brewery. 

“The project will ulti¬ 
mately encompass a sake 
brewery, visitor and edu¬ 
cation centre, cafe, walled 
kitchen gardens and wood¬ 
land walks.” 

The Hashimotos met 
members of the local com¬ 
munity for the first time ear¬ 


lier this month. 

A detailed analysis into 
the sake making process 
and all of their plans for the 
future, being overseen by ar¬ 
chitects KPTA Ltd, were dis¬ 
cussed, with positive feed¬ 
back received. 

Guests were also able to 
enjoy sample sake made by 
the Dojima Sake Brewery in 
Japan. 

The planning application 
for the first stage is expected 
to be submitted in the New 
Year and Noriko hopes all 
details will be finalised by 
the end of January. 

Phase two will see the 
owners look to refurbishing 
the Georgian manor so it 
can be opened to the public. 

It is hoped sake will be 
brewed on the site by De¬ 
cember next year.

#SuffolkLive 
gives insight 
into policing 


A TWEETATHON held by 
Suffolk police has given an 
insight into the incidents 
police have to deal with on a 
daily basis. 

For 24 hours, starting from 
7am on Thursday, Decem¬ 
ber 17, volunteer police of¬ 
ficers and staff in the control 
room tweeted the details of 
calls as they came in. 

In that time, police dealt 
with 548 incidents, known 
as CADs, with 245 calls com¬ 
ing through 999. 

More than one million 
people were reached with 
the tweets which detailed a 
large majority of the calls. 

Superintendent Louisa 
Pepper, lead for the Contact 
and Control Room said: “I’m 
really pleased to say that the 
event was a huge success. 

“It was a big risk for us to 
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take, as we have never be¬ 
fore given the public such 
ready access to the informa¬ 
tion we receive. 

“I am very glad we took the 
risk however, as we achieved 
our aim of showing people 
just a small part of what po¬ 
licing today involves.” 

Superintendent Pepper 
added: “The majority of our 
communities think our work 
is purely about traditional 
policing, and responding 
to reports of crime, but the 
demand we face is far wider 
than this, covering all areas 
of community safety, vul¬ 
nerability and safeguarding. 

“This was a great chance 


for us to demonstrate this, 
whilst providing advice and 
information and highlight¬ 
ing how police telephone 
numbers should be used. 

“The response to the event 
was overwhelmingly posi¬ 
tive, showing us that people 
really are interested in what 
their police service does and 
are very keen to understand 
how our work has changed.” 

Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner Tim Passmore 
said it was a “vivid illustra¬ 
tion” of the volume of work 
the police undertake. 

He said: “It was a really 
good opportunity for every¬ 
one to see exactly what our 
police officers deal with on a 
day to day basis, and doing 
this in real-time made this 
a particularly authentic ex¬ 
ercise.”

PASTA WITH LEMONY 
CHICKEN AND A 
KALE AND CASHEW 
NUT PESTO (Serves 4) 

Bring a large pan of salted water to the 
boil and put the pasta on to cook for as 
long as is recommended on the packet. 
As the pasta cooks, heat the oil in a large 
frying pan over a medium-high heat. 

Toss the chicken in a medium bowl with 
the rosemary (or oregano) and salt and 
pepper. Cook the chicken for about 
eight minutes stirring regularly, until it's 
golden and completely cooked through. 
In the meantime, make the pesto. Whizz 
all of the ingredients together in a food 
processor or blender to give a rough 
paste. Season to taste and set aside. 

Once the pasta is cooked, drain it well, 
return to the pan, cover and keep warm. 
Once the chicken is cooked, tip it in on 
top of the pasta along with the pesto. 
Add the lemon zest and stir everything 
together. Check the seasoning and 
then divide among the serving plates.

5 ways to make your home warmer 


Keep the heat in and the 
cold out this winter with a 
few simple measures that 
won't break the bank 

1. A quarter of the heat in an 
uninsulated house is lost through the 
roof, according to the Energy Saving 
Trust, so insulating the loft is a great 
way to retain heat and save money. 
Even if your loft has insulation, 

it may not be thick enough - the 
recommended depth for mineral 
wool is 27cm, but other types of 
insulation may be different. You 
should lay the insulation between 
the joists and then across them at a 
90-degree angle to create two layers, 
although rigid insulation boards are 
useful if you want to board over the 
loft for storage. 

2. Open chimney breasts can be very 
draughty, so if you have an unused 
fireplace, get the chimney capped 
on the roof (by a roofer) and fit a 
chimney balloon from below.This 
inflates inside the chimney to keep 
warm air in the room and block cold 
air coming down the chimney, but 


of course, the fireplace can't be used 
with it in place. 

3. Letting in sunlight during the day 
makes rooms warmer, especially if 
they're south facing. The best way to 
retain that heat is to close the curtains 
or blinds when it starts to get dark. If 
you're at work at that time, this isn't 
possible, but clever technology can 
do it for you. For example, the Ultra 
range of powered blinds from Appeal 
Home Shading (www.appealshading. 
com) can be programmed according 
to the time, temperature or light. 

If you want the blinds to close at 
dusk or when the temperature falls 
below a certain level, you can set 
them to, so the room stays warmer 
than it otherwise would - now that's 
technology at its best. 

4. If you prefer curtains, make sure 
they're thermal ones or have a thick 
lining - this is one of the best ways to 
minimise heat loss through windows 
and patio doors. For extra insulation 
at this time of year, fit a curtain pole 
above your home's front and back 
doors and hang a thick curtain across 
it, especially if the doors are partially 
or fully glazed. 


5. To keep your home's boiler 
working efficiently, make sure it's 
serviced annually. Research by boiler 
manufacturer Worcester, Bosch Group 
(see www.worcester-bosch.co.uk for 
installers), found that less than half of 
the homeowners questioned 
had remembered to do this, while 
one in five had never had their 


boiler serviced. "Even new boilers 
need to be checked each year,"says 
Worcester's Martyn Bridges. "This is 
even more important the older the 
boiler gets. A boiler is one of the most 
relied on appliances in the home, 
but is largely forgotten about until it 
actually stops working." 

A boiler service, which should include 


checking the effectiveness of the flue 
and that the boiler is safe, among 
other things, must be carried out by a 
Gas Safe Register engineer 
(www.gassaferegister.co.uk), or 
OFTEC registered (www.oftec.org.uk/ 
consumers/consumers) for oil-fired 
boilers.

Colourful travels 


The publication of a new travel 
colouring book by Rough 
Guides suggests a return 
to more traditional means 
of documenting a holiday. 

Sarah Marshall draws her own 
conclusions about the trend for 
sketching breaks. 

Parents are constantly on the lookout for ways 
to calm boisterous children on long flights, and 
colouring in books have always been a sure-fire 
remedy. But now the trend for bringing to life 
beautiful illustrations has extended to the adult 
world, with more people packing pens and 
paper in their suitcases alongside high-tech 
digital camera equipment. 

Earlier this month, Rough Guides published 
Colour The World (£8.99), a travel-focused 
colouring book featuring outlines of iconic 
sights, such as the Chrysler Building in New 
York, and landscapes, such as the cloud forests 
of Peru's Inca citadel Machu Picchu. 

Using images chosen by the Rough Guide's 
team of writers and photographers, the book is 
designed to allow"users to escape into another 
world... blending inspirational travel content 
with calming art therapy". 

It sits on the shelf alongside a deluge of 


adult colouring in books - including Millie 
Marotta's exquisite wildlife illustrations in 
Animal Kingdom (Deluxe Edition, £25) and Kew 
Gardens'recently released Flowering Plants 
Colouring Book (£6.99). 

Arguably, a picture paints a thousand words, 
making it the ideal medium for documenting 
a significant moment. In the age of digital 
photography, people return from holidays with 
thousands of images. But how many remain on 
their hard drives gathering virtual dust? 
Whether painting in water colours or sketching 
with pencils, art necessitates a more direct 
engagement with the environment, forcing 
people to look a little harder and more carefully 
at their surroundings. 

According to Bruce Pearson, who works as artist 
in residence on One Ocean Expedition voyages 
to Antarctica, there's no comparison. 

"No amount of photographic references and 
copying the natural world filtered through 
a camera lens will be as vibrant as the few 
scribbles and marks on a piece of paper that 
happen after a period of direct observation of 
birds, animals and wild landscapes," he says. 
While photos give static representations, 
drawing allows greater freedom of movement 
and suggestion. 

Armed with his easel and paint palette, Pearson 
accompanies guests on shore excursions and 
also gives drawing lessons while on the ship.

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Ferguson leaving training and looking forward to 'new chapter' 



Racing 

JOHN Ferguson is to relinquish his 
licence in April to take up a new 
role with Godolphin. 

Ferguson has made a real 
success of taking Godolphin 
horses from the Flat and turning 
them into jumpers, but due to 
Sheikh Mohammed's decision to 
amalgamate the Darley breeding 
operation and Godolphin's racing 
arm as part of a "streamlined" 
business, that will now come to an 
end. 

Long-standing bloodstock advisor 
to Sheikh Mohammed, Ferguson 
is to become chief executive and 
racing manager. 

The best of Ferguson's horses 
will join Charlie Appleby, with 
Ferguson's staff at Bloomfields in 
Newmarket also offered the chance 
to join Godolphin. 

However, Appleby was quick to 
stress he would not be taking out a 
dual licence. 

"I won't be training any 
jumpers," said Appleby. 

"There'll be no dual licence, what 
will happen is the best of John's 
horses will come back to race on 
the Flat, some of them still have 
pretty lofty ratings. 

"It will be nice to add some four- 
and five-year-olds to our string as 
we have a lot of younger horses at 
Moulton Paddocks, we haven't had 
the older ones before. 

"It's exciting to have those type 
of horses and it will give us a nice 
balance." 

Ferguson began training in 2011/12 
and nearly struck at the Cheltenham 
Festival in his first season when New 
Year's Eve finished second in the 
Champion Bumper. 

He has two Grade One wins to 


his name, those of Ruacana in the 
Finale Hurdle at Chepstow in 2013 
and Parlour Games in the Challow 
Hurdle at Newbury last year. 

"I am extremely proud of the 
team at Bloomfields and the 
excellent job they have done over 
the past five years," said Ferguson. 

"They are a fantastic group 
who have given everything to the 
stable and I am very grateful for 


their hard work. 

"It is an exciting new chapter in 
the Godolphin story. Our long¬ 
term objective is to improve on 
Godolphin's results on the racetrack. 

"I feel honoured to be appointed 
chief executive and racing manager, 
but I realise that it will require 
more of my time and attention. 

"I will miss the training. Jumps 
racing has always been one of my 


sporting passions, and I love the 
involvement. 

"I am very grateful to Sheikh 
Mohammed for giving me the horses 
to send jumping in the first place. 

"In fact, he wanted me to continue, 
but I could see that Godolphin must 
always be a priority and requires my 
undivided attention. 

"It makes sense for the racing 
and breeding operations to merge. 


"One is sourcing the other, and a 
well-planned, common strategy can 
only strengthen both. 

"We must ensure that Godolphin 
continues to represent excellence in 
racing, and that the brand serves as 
a constant reminder of the vibrancy 
and energy of Dubai." 

Aidan Coleman described the 
news Ferguson is to give up his 
training licence as a "real blow". 

The rider has struck up a terrific 
relationship with Ferguson as his 
number one this season and is 
enjoying a fine campaign. 

Coleman said: "The news that 
John Ferguson is to retire at the end 
of the season naturally came as a 
big shock and is a real blow. 

"It must have been a very, very 
difficult decision for John as he loves 
training but I can fully understand 
why he had to make the call. His 
priorities lie with Sheikh Mohammed 
and he has to do what is best for 
Godolphin, Darley and Dubai. 

"It has been a massive honour 
to ride for John and Bloomfields. It 
was a dream come true and I am 
going to really miss it. I am not just 
saying this for the sake of saying 
nice things, but the team there are 
second to none and I have loved 
every minute of it. 

"It's been a very short association 
but I will struggle to find a sweeter 
one. It was a fantastic honour and I 
was very proud to be John's jockey. 
It makes the reality of the news that 
much tougher to take. 

"We've had an exceptional year 
together and we will be doing 
everything we can to make it a season 
to remember for a very long time. 

"John is a fantastic person and 
once the season is over I would love 
our paths to cross again at some 
point in the future."
